Party Call 


Why did Fullerton officers respond to a noise 
complaint with police-state tactics? 



P erhaps we should forgive Fullerton 
Police Department (FPD) officers 
Frank Nguyen and Anthony Cici- 
arelli for believing their conduct would 
go undetected in 
the wee hours of 
Feb. 11,2011. For 
law enforcement, it 
was still the golden 
age when Orange 
County residents 
steadfastly believed 
cops never lie or 
abuse citizens or 
attempt to cover 
up their wrongdo¬ 
ing. That faith took 
a huge blow five 
months later, when the world realized a 
degenerate cancer had beset FPD as exem¬ 
plified by the savage killing of Kelly Thomas. 

Use your time machine to arrive with 
Nguyen and Ciciarelli (sometimes spelled 
Cicciarelli) at a Princeton Circle West resi¬ 
dence to investigate a loud-noise complaint. 
The officers couldn’t find evidence of the 
alleged crime. They didn’t hear yelling, 
screaming, arguing or music. They heard... 
well... relative silence for an urban setting. 

To investigate that quiet, the cops 
knocked on the door of the targeted home 
without identifying themselves. An occu¬ 
pant-resident Matthew Goggans—replied, 
“Go away.” It must have been a slow crime 
night. The officers took Goggans’ words as 
the beginning of an assault on their author¬ 
ity and responded with a series of decisions 
fitting a police-state mentality. 

After identifying themselves as cops, 
Nguyen and Ciciarelli pounded on the door 
to get Goggans outside on his front porch. 

He told the pair he wasn’t aware of a noise 
issue and assured them there wouldn’t be 
one. But the officers demanded he give them 
his name so they could hand him a written 
warning that would result in a citation or 
arrest if they returned. 

Goggans—then a 20-year-old, 6-foot-3, 
225-pound star quarterback at Fullerton 
College—had taken a criminal-law course 
taught by a former cop and refused their 
request because he believed the U.S. Consti¬ 
tution protects him from police interroga¬ 
tion in such a non-emergency situation. He 
told them only his first name and declined 
to provide his date of birth or telephone 
number. The officers didn’t appreciate his 
assertion of rights, a fact they confirmed 
in later depositions. In their view, he was 
“argumentative” against their authority 
and, according to Nguyen, giving “us a hard 
time” when they were dealing with “just a 
party call.” 

When the student attempted to re-enter 
his home, the officers blocked him and 
decided to show him who was boss. They 
ordered him to sit and, opining he didn’t 
sit fast enough, accused him of obstructing 


their investigation, a crime. Nguyen and 
Ciciarelli also decided they could arrest 
him for public intoxication because, they 
declared, they were worried about his 
safety. A transcript shows, however, that 
Ciciarelli—who incredibly thinks he can 
make a public-intoxication charge against a 
person standing anywhere visible to some¬ 
one standing outside—continued to steam 
over the “go away” line. 

As far as FPD documents go, the arrest 
was largely a non-controversial, textbook 
public service. Both officers—supposedly 
trained in the art of recording accurate 
facts—wrote sworn, identical reports claim¬ 
ing they observed on the porch Goggans’ 
slurred speech, swaying body and watery 
eyes. They even claim to have vividly 
recalled smelling alcohol on his breath. 

“I saw a person who’d been drinking a 
lot,” Ciciarelli said during his deposition. 

But beside the chump act of luring a resi¬ 
dent out of his home to make a public-intox¬ 
ication charge, there was a problem under¬ 
mining the officers’ integrity. Goggans says 
he wasn’t intoxicated that night. According 
to court records, he wasn’t slightly tipsy 
either. In fact, he hadn’t consumed any 
alcohol or drugs, and FPD has no forensic 
evidence otherwise. 

Did the officers accidentally ascribe the 
conditions of intoxication to a sober person? 

After handcuffing Goggans, kneeing him 
in the back, placing him in a patrol car and 
huddling with Nguyen, did Ciciarelli tem¬ 
porarily turn off his department-supplied 
Digital Auto Recorder (DAR) so the officers 
could concoct probable-cause scenarios to 
justify their arrest? The department disci¬ 
plined the officer for the violation of DAR 
procedures, and the Orange County district 
attorney’s office thought so little of the cops’ 
story it refused to file any charges. None¬ 
theless, Goggans had to continue to reveal 
the failed case to National Football League 
teams interested in hiring him. 

What was the reason those officers 
put their suspect in a room at FPD head¬ 
quarters, left the door open, and encour¬ 
aged other cops to parade by and gawk 
as Ciciarelli labeled the student a “smart 
ass” and “asshole” who “thinks he knows 
everything because he was in a law course 
at Fullerton College”? 

To Garo Mardirossian, Goggans’ Los 
Angeles-based lawyer who believes FPD has 
a shameful history of employing thugs as 
cops, the message of the episode was obvi¬ 
ous: The officers “were out on a witch-hunt 
to prove a point to [Goggans] that they were 
in control and whatever they felt was okay 
to do, then they would act on it.” 

According to Mardirossian, “Jail-surveil¬ 
lance video of Mr. Goggans after his arrest 
demonstrates that he was not impaired in 
his balance and he was walking in straight 
lines unassisted.” 

Cop lawyers have failed to convince U.S. 


District Court Judge James V. Selna that 
Goggans’ civil-rights lawsuit should be 
killed before it reaches a future jury inside 
the Ronald Reagan Federal Courthouse in 
Santa Ana. But they’ve enlisted the aid of 
Curtis Jeffrey Cope, a former Huntington 
Beach Police Department officer and nowa¬ 
days a professional witness who, at a cost 
of $2,500 per day to taxpayers, is willing 
to testify he can’t find anything troubling 
with the arrest. No surprise. Cope comes 
from a department that in the 1990s made 
public-intoxication arrests of beer-holding 
residents standing in the doorway of their 
homes during, ironically, Fourth of July cel¬ 
ebrations of independence from an oppres¬ 
sive government. 

Selna has scheduled a June 30 hearing to 
discuss pretrial motions. 

LOAN SHARK BEACHED 

The Little Saigon businessman arrested in 
a loan-sharking scheme that allegedly used 
a Westminster Police Department officer 
as the enforcer to collect 60 percent annual 
interest has pleaded guilty and faces a maxi¬ 
mum five-year prison sentence. 

After originally claiming innocence, 

Kevin Khanh Tuan Do admitted less than a 
week before a scheduled trial that he’s guilty 
of a federal crime: lying to thwart FBI agents 
investigating the loan-sharking operation 


with surveillance and wiretapping. 

According to the June 13 plea deal, the 
government will drop other charges while 
Do acknowledges he “knowingly and will¬ 
fully made a materially false” statement 
denying his loan activities. The Fountain 
Valley resident is known to have police and 
political connections by being generous 
with food and cocktails, but he must person¬ 
ally declare his guilt to U.S. District Court 
Judge David O. Carter, who can accept or 
reject the deal. 

The development prompted the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice to seek a postponement of 
this week’s trial against Do’s co-defendant, 
Westminster cop Anthony Duong Donner, 
until June 15,2015. 

Though Donner—whom the FBI accuses 
of using his police job and equipment to 
harass Hanh Le, the alleged loan-sharking 
victim—is in agreement with the delay, 
Carter makes all trial date rulings. 

Le—who claims on-duty Westminster 
police harrassed her, her employees and 
her customers with their obnoxious intru¬ 
sions on behalf of Do—has filed a separate 
civil lawsuit against the loan shark, Donner, 
police chief Kevin Baker, and officers Timo¬ 
thy Vu and Phuong Pham. 

The civil case is scheduled for a one-week 
trial in October 2015.

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A LEANER AND MEANER 
RiKK AGNEW LOOKS 
BACK ON HIS LIFE 
(AND NEAR-DEATH) 
EXPERIENCE AS A 
PUNK ROCK LEGEND

T he demon inside Rikk Agnew is the kind punks pay 
to see. Screeching feedback jolts through his body 
provoking a maniacal grin. His black eyes bulge as he 
stabs at his guitar strings, his jaw clenched, a thousand- 
yard stare. The crowd can’t get enough. 

It’s Friday night at the Doll Hut, Anaheim’s reclaimed 
punk-rock roadhouse, barely six months since the land¬ 
mark venue reopened after its wayward period as a banda- 
pumping paisa bar. The club isn’t the only thing looking 
restored tonight: Agnew, once slovenly and bloated, is 
onstage in a fitted, referee-style shirt to match his skin¬ 
tight black pants and thin locks of dyed, jet-black hair. 

Three succinct stick clicks from the drummer signal 
the explosion of ‘Amoeba,” with its catchy, shout-along 
chorus made famous by his old band, the Adolescents. 

The pristine candy-colored nails on his bony fingers grip 
his guitar pick with white-knuckled intensity. Fists rise 
up, as shouts hit the rafters. “Amoebaaaaa! Amoebaaaaa! 
Amoebaaaaaa! Amoebaaaa-aaaa!” 


The noise becomes so loud that Agnew hoists his guitar 
off his shoulders and lets it hit the floor. He jumps into 
the crowd and storms out the open double doors leading 
to the back patio. The band continue to play. Concern and 
confusion ripple through the Hut. From the side of the 
stage, a drunk fan playfully squawks, “Wooo! That’s clas¬ 
sic Agnew right there!” 

Yes, the 55-year-old legend has thrown his guitar and 
walked offstage more than once in his day. In the Punk 
Hall of Fame, Agnew’s level of onstage tantrums, excess 
and antics are infamous. And despite his newly polished 
outer shell, in that moment, it appeared the old Agnew 
was back. 

But hiding in a shadowy corner of the outdoor patio, 
the godfather of the OC punk sound is feeling triumphant. 
The walk-off routine is just a gag, Agnew says. His man¬ 
ager, Daniel Darko, played along by trying to block people 
from entering the patio, insisting Agnew “needed a little 
space.” With his dark-haired fiancee, Gitane DeMone,

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sitting beside him, Agnew can’t help but 
laugh at the little scene he’d created. 

“Yeah, it was all show,” he says. “I still 
love that part of it—I’m not gonna lie. 
There’s just something about creating a 
stir that appeals to me. I don’t really mean 
anything by it. Now, it’s all just fun.” 

But for an old, out-of-control punker 
reformed by sobriety, good health, love 
and family, sometimes it’s good to know 
that at least part of the demon inside him 
still exists. The name Rikk Agnew has 
always been synonymous with Fullerton 
punk and Goth-rock royalty. A list of his 
old bands reads like a who’s-who of OC’s 
mosh-pit forefathers: the Detours, the 
Adolescents, Social Distortion, D.I. and 
plenty more, including an early-’80s stint 
with LA Goth rockers Christian Death. 
“I’ve been in every band except the Beatles 
and the Osmonds,” he jokes. The num¬ 
ber of musicians influenced by Agnew’s 
layered, melodic guitar tones and soloing 
ability is infinite. 

“People were calling him the Brian 
Wilson of punk,” says the Adolescents’ 
bassist, Steve Soto. “And he was.” 

Unfortunately, Agnew and the famous 
Beach Boy shared some unhealthy 
similarities. Much of Agnew’s career 
was marred by alcoholism, drug abuse 
and depression on top of morbid obesity. 
There’s no way he’d be alive today had he 
continued down the path he was on. 

That much, at least, became clear on 
the night before New Year’s Eve 2010, 
when a spontaneous explosion inside 
his gut caused Agnew to retch and spit 
up blood on the steering wheel of his 
red Toyota pickup. Agnew weighed 350 
pounds, a massive white beard covered 
his double chin, his toes were like sau¬ 
sages, and the only shoes he could fit 
in were house slippers. Up until a week 
earlier, his daily booze regimen consisted 
of a fifth of whiskey, an 18-pack of beer 
and any vodka that happened to be within 
guzzling distance. That was on top of 
copious amounts of recreational pot, 
speed, meth, whatever. 

He’d quit everything cold turkey, in 
part because he couldn’t get a buzz no 
matter how much he ingested of any par¬ 
ticular drug, but now, in the driver’s seat 
of his truck, his body was telling him it 
was too little too late. “I had cirrhosis of 
the liver, an enlarged spleen, edema, ane¬ 
mia, you name it if it starts with an A,” he 
recalls. “I was a mess.” 

According to his doctors, that was a dis¬ 
tinct understatement. In fact, they calcu¬ 
lated, Agnew had just three months to live. 


B efore being a heavy hitter in the 

punk scene, Richard Francis Agnew 
Jr. had always been sensitive about 
his weight. Half Irish and half Mexican- 
American and raised in a blue-collar, 
Fullerton neighborhood, Agnew says he 
was always teased over it. Shy and full 
of a childlike vulnerability that followed 
him into adulthood, the outcast quickly 
gravitated toward music for comfort. He 
remembers coming home from school 
and strumming heavy, pissed-off chords 
on a family guitar. Naturally, his younger 
brothers Frank and Alfie were his first 



band mates. They often jammed on a flot¬ 
sam of instruments the family had scat¬ 
tered around the house. 

“None of us was a good skate¬ 
boarder,” Frank says. “So we stuck with 
the instruments.” 

Over time, they all became capable, 
well-rounded players. In the spring of’76, 
the first Ramones record hit, followed in 
’77 by the dark, spastic freakouts of the 
Damned. And just like that, Agnew found 
an identity. Of course, most people in the 
suburbs thought punk was a nuisance. 

It wasn’t uncommon for guys such as 
Agnew and Social D’s Mike Ness to get 
their asses kicked by jocks or pelted with 
beer cans by truck-driving OC rednecks. 

When Agnew’s friends in the local 
band the Detours invited him to join them 
in the summer of’77, there were maybe 
a handful of punk or new-wave outfits 
in the county, and they all hung out 
together: the Detours, Social Distortion, 
the Adolescents, Berlin and the Mechan¬ 
ics. Crowded inside late Berlin drummer 
Dan Van Patten’s Fullerton condo, they 
often got smashed and pounded out 
Ramones covers on a grand piano. 

As with Ness and some of his friends, 
Agnew fully embraced the punk look 
before there even was a look. One day, 
he’d show up on friend Steve Soto’s door¬ 
step wearing a leather jacket and resem¬ 
bling a mascara-wearing murderer, and 
the next he’d be at a party dressed like a 
genie. “That’s how great punk rock used 
to be back then: There was no uniform; 
it was just weird,” says Soto, who got his 
start playing with fellow legends Agent 
Orange. “And Rikk was weird. He was just 
always a character.” 

The Detours practiced in a makeshift 
warehouse called the Chicken Coop near 
Placentia off Orangethorpe and the 57 
freeway. It was basically a dirty barn-look¬ 
ing shack with one powered extension 
cord in a Hispanic neighborhood with 
cockfights next door on the weekends. 


Soto’s next band, the Adolescents, which 
Agnew’s brother Frank co-founded as a 
guitarist, also kept their gear there in ’79. 

Though Agnew proved to be an explo¬ 
sive drummer for the Detours, he was 
destined to be a songwriter and guitar 
player. Detours front man Gordon Cox 
still smiles as he listens to a recording of 
one of their early, screwball jam sessions 
during which they all decided to swap 
instruments. He points out the solo in 


which he says Agnew truly blew them all 
away with his raw, Hendrix-like aptitude 
for the sixth string. “When we heard that, 
the bass player and I both looked over at 
each other and went, ‘Oh, my God, we’re 
gonna need a new drummer now! Rikk’s 
gotta play lead!”’ 

Once he switched to guitar, Agnew 
wrote what would become an undeniable 
stable of classics, including “Creatures,”

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“Rip It Up,” “Kids of the Black Hole” and 
the music for “Amoeba.” But when the 
Detours stalled out for a time in late 1980, 
Rikk and Casey Royer joined Frank in the 
Adolescents along with founders Soto 
(bassist) and Tony Cadena (vocalist). The 
four of them, the band’s classic lineup, 
wrote and recorded their 1981 self-titled 
debut known as The Blue Album. “Rikk’s 
songwriting was really adventurous for 
punk rock,” Frank says. “He was writing 
stuff that was punk but had a Beatles- 
esque quality with the guitar harmonies.” 

Agnew’s best work by far was “Kids 
of the Black Hole,” named after Mike 
Ness’ legendary Fullerton apartment, a 
graffiti-covered drug den fed by a steady 
diet of parties, sex and violence. To date, 
there hasn’t been another song quite like 
it. “To me, it is one of the greatest punk- 
rock songs of all time,” Soto says. “And of 
course Amoeba’ was catchy as fuck, and 
everybody wants to hear it. But to me, 
‘Kids of the Black Hole’ was like ‘Quadro- 
phenia’ for us.” 

Though Agnew had contributed heav¬ 
ily to the band’s most influential album, 
months after its release in 1981, the fun 
was wearing thin. Ego-fueled skirmishes 
between him and other members were 
boiling over constantly. During one show 
at the Starwood in LA, Agnew abruptly 
threw his guitar and walked offstage. He 
wouldn’t take the stage with the band 
again until they regrouped in 1986; two 
years later, after the recording of 1988’s 
Balboa Fun*Zone, he left again. His 
onstage antics continued; once Agnew 
smashed his amp on the ground outside a 
show in Boston because he said the devil 
had possessed it. 

Usually, Agnew’s drug-fueled dramas 
involved destroying something; in some 
cases, they included making things per¬ 
manent. “In the middle of our recording 
the song ‘Tattoo Time,’ you hear a tattoo 
gun going on,” Agnew says. “That sound 
is actually me getting tattooed, and we 
recorded it.” 

Today, Agnew’s heavily inked limbs 
are practically a time line for every band 
he has been in. The faded ones are true 
band tattoos. He has a scroll carrying 
the old Detours motto on his arm (“Be 
Proud, Live Fast, Carry On”), the D.I. 
logo near the inside of his elbow, various 
Goth imagery all over him, some com¬ 
memorating his Christian Death days. 

He also has a seemingly random logo for 
Public Enemy tatted on his chest (not 
because he was in the band, obviously, 
just a huge fan). 

The years between his stints with the 
Adolescents wound up being some of the 
most creatively fertile years of Agnew’s 
early career. He rejoined the Detours 
briefly, until they called it quits in ’82, 
and then he indulged his dark side, link¬ 
ing up with late singer Rozz Williams in 
Christian Death. Agnew co-wrote most of 
the songs on the seminal Goth debut Only 
Theatre of Pain, but he bowed out of the 
band shortly after the record was released. 

Sometime around 1983, Agnew was 
trying to figure out what to do with his 
decent catalog of unrecorded material 
when he ran into friend and 45 Grave 


keyboardist Alex Gibson, who suggested 
he was talented enough to go solo. “I 
didn’t know what to do, and [Gibson] 
was like, ‘Rikk, you already play all these 
instruments. Why don’t you just do a 
whole album by yourself?”’ 

With financial backing from Lisa 
Fancher at Frontier Records (the label 
that put out The Blue Album), the then-23- 
year-old Agnew drove to Sun Valley’s Pro¬ 
spective Sound from Fullerton after work 
for three straight days to piece together 
a solo record with former Adolescents 
producer Thom Wilson for a whopping 
$1,500 budget. In just two or three takes 
apiece, he recorded the guitars, bass, 
drums, keys and random sonic flourishes. 
The end result, aptly titled All By Myself, 
produced a number of great songs, includ¬ 
ing the angst-ridden anthems “Falling 
Out,” “Section 8” and “OC Life”—all of 
which he still plays at shows. 

The lyrics paint a timeless picture of 
an outcast’s frustration in the ’burbs: 
“Wanna be a member, wanna be a name/ 
Wanna be a local hero, play the social 
game/Locked into a time warp with your 
dinosaur trends/The limits of your mind 
is where the county line ends.” 

At the time, Agnew says, he caught a lot 
of flak for recording as a one-man band 
and having the gall to add a poppy love 
song called “Everyday” to the track list. 
Some even called him a wannabe Paul 
McCartney and a sell-out. “If I was sell¬ 
ing out, I’d have been writing ‘Amoeba’ 
every time,” Agnew protests. “Just because 
it sounds more accessible or more pop— 
that’s called an artist fulfilling his own 
needs and progressing and branching out.” 

Despite the hate, Agnew continued to 
perfect his orchestration of layered guitar 
melodies over swift punk beats in bands 
including D.I., with former band mate 
Royer, who was hopelessly addicted to 
heroin. Agnew wasn’t quite as far gone 
as Royer (who was arrested for overdos¬ 
ing in front of his son in 2011), but he still 
drank, snorted, injected and smoked his 
way through the ’90s and early 2000s. 

In 2001, Agnew joined up for another 
Adolescents reunion, but he showed scant 
enthusiasm, overloading his schedule 
with other projects, drinking excessively 
and doling out more guitar-chucking, 
half-assed performances. His increased 
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weight gain was almost a barometer for 
how much he didn’t care. 

“None of it made me happy anymore,” 
Agnew says. “I loathed it. But I had to 
step back and go, ‘Wait, [music] is what 
saved me. This is what I love; this is my 
best friend, my lover I’ve been with for¬ 
ever. It was there for me even when noth¬ 
ing else was or no one else was.’” 

D espite pleading from family and 
friends, Agnew continued to use 
drugs, often disappearing for days 
at a time. Finally, in 2006, Detours band 
mate Gordon Cox and friend Steve Gee 
tracked him down in an apartment in 
Costa Mesa. Agnew was camped out 
there, getting high on meth, and Cox and 
Gee found him in a daze. “I’m ready to 
go now,” he told them. The two friends 
immediately drove Agnew to rehab at the 
Blue House in Newport Beach. The move, 
though well-intended, was a short-term 
fix. True sobriety would take three more 
years of self-abuse and a three-months- 
to-live prognosis. 

Today, it’s almost impossible to recog¬ 
nize Agnew from the person he was back 
then. He has lost about 140 pounds, prac¬ 
tices yoga or works out each day, and is 
one or two carrots shy of being a vegetar¬ 
ian. You can see it in his face and lack of 
sweat as he helps DeMone hustle in some 
equipment. The couple are setting up for 
a late-night show on the concrete floor 
of a small art gallery off the Twentynine 
Palms Highway in Joshua Tree. At one 
point during the set, DeMone turns her 
back to the crowd while she harnesses 


her black rubber strap-on. Strutting and 
thrusting her hips, Agnew looks on with 
amusement before diving into a dexterous 
solo as DeMone’s ominous, jazz-inspired 
vocals fill the room. 

Agnew and DeMone, who became 
engaged in 2013, both have daughters 
(Polli and Zara, respectively) from previ¬ 
ous relationships and have known each 
other for years. They were both members 
of Christian Death, albeit at different 
times. Though she’d only heard about 


Agnew through friends. DeMone used to 
pack and ship band T-shirts to him for his 
various projects while working at Radia¬ 
tion Records. A Goth queen in her own 
right, DeMone’s talent as a roaring vocalist 
earned Agnew’s respect. “She’s one of the 
few people who I can describe things to 
musically, and she understands and vice 
versa. We don’t speak the regular language. 

... We have our own language, I guess.” 

Since meeting, DeMone has made a suc¬ 
cessful effort to keep her new beau healthy 


and exercising, a feat that only paid off 
after Agnew decided to give up hard drugs 
and booze and start focusing on his life. 
“When I finally knew I was going to die, I 
lost all the desire for the stuff I was doing,” 
Agnew says. “I don’t miss it at all.” 

Though Agnew has changed a lot 
physically, his musical tastes haven’t. 

He’s still driven by his dual passions 
for punk and Goth. Obviously, the Goth 
part is satisfied by performing with his

lady. And the Rikk Agnew Band, which 
he started earlier this year with the 
members of local band Wrong Beach, is 
his other main project. Agnew has once 
again polished his solos and layered 
guitar chops to play a host of new songs, 
classics from the Adolescents and his 
solo albums, and the song he sat on for 
seven years, "I Can’t Change the World.” 

Sam Hare, the band’s guitarist, has been 
so influenced by Agnew that he wanted 
to start making a documentary on him 
in 2005. After a number of meetings and 
filming sessions over the past decade, 
when it came time for Agnew to put a 
band together, Hare (who fittingly rocks 
a bone-straight, back-length heavy-metal 
mane) was asked to join. “I always felt that 
Rikk would be an excellent subject for a 
documentary,” Hare says. “And as a fan 
who now gets to play with him, this is the 
ultimate dream_I owe him everything.” 

At this point in his life, Agnew insists 
there’s little reason to be scared about 
being in a band with him, even with his 
occasionally fake walk-offs. He has even 
found a constructive way of dealing with 
the inevitable band fights that will arise 
when the group goes on tour this sum¬ 
mer. It still involves fighting, just with 
boxing gloves and face masks. He figures 
it’s a more honest way to deal with con¬ 
flicts, instead of letting them fester like he 
used to. Even though he’s the oldest one 
in the band, he’s learned there’s a balance 
between believing in himself, showing 
maturity and staying young at heart. 

“I gotta do this right and learn to be 
confident. Now, I’m more confident than 
I’ve ever been in my entire life,” Agnew 
says. ‘And a lot of it has to do with the 


people around me. You are the company 
you keep.” 

O n a recent summer day, Agnew is at a 
barbecue at his brother Alfie’s house, 
surrounded by friends and family. 

The smell of grilled burgers wafts over the 
backyard pool, not more than 2 miles from 
the Agnew family’s original home in Ful¬ 
lerton. Alfie grew up to be a physics pro¬ 
fessor at Cal State Fullerton and plays in 
a punk band called Crash Kills 4. Younger 
brother Frank also gets onstage with 45 
Grave when he’s not working his day job 
in the computer industry. His parents, 
both still alive, are proud of all their sons, 
including the eldest, who, some might say, 
took the longest to get it together. 

But in the company of punk pals from 
back in the day, swapping stories about 
ass beatings and hazings both given and 
received, everybody here is entitled to feel 
young again. That includes Agnew’s right 
to make a ham out of himself on the edge 
of the diving board, as he jumps into the 
crystal-blue deep end with all his clothes 
on. These days, he’s happy to cause a mod¬ 
erate splash instead of a tidal wave. Calmly 
floating face down beneath the surface of 
the pool, Agnew is finally in a pretty good 
place, his health and sanity intact. 

The man who has made such an impact 
on Orange County music is content 
knowing that whatever fame people want 
to ascribe to him is nice, but not essen¬ 
tial. Making a living that lets him keep 
playing is all he’s ever wanted. His music 
doesn’t need to change the world, but it’s 
changed his. And for him, that’s enough. 

“People ask me, ‘Don’t you think you 
could’ve done so much more in your 
career if you weren’t such a fuck-up for so 
long?”’ Agnew says. “All I can really say is, 
‘All roads lead to now.’”

It’s hard to imagine anyone improving on 
the 1975 comedy classic Monty Python and 
the Holy Grail, but somehow adding show¬ 
girls and musical numbers had just that 
effect.

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Southern Comforts 

Bosscat Kitchen & Libations is a Southern-themed 
tavern with down-home charms

I s Bosscat Kitchen & Libations a bar 
that moonlights as a restaurant, or is 
it a restaurant that’s actually a bar? 
There was a time when we’d call it a gas- 
tropub, but that term is now as trite as 
frozen yogurt. As with other newcomers 
of its ilk, Bosscat is not a pub that merely 
serves gentrified bar food. Today’s food- 
centered taverns tend to flaunt some sort 
of specialization, something beyond the 
thick burgers and premium fries that 
are basically prerequisites. The recently 
opened El Amerikano in Fullerton, for 
instance, majors in Mexican, with nachos 
and enchiladas, plus the jalapenos in the 
mac and cheese. The Eureka! chain is a 
student of whiskeys. 

And Bosscat? It’s fluent in okra and 
cornbread in a menu that’s as Southern- 
accented as Polly Holliday’s Flo. Its chef, 
Peter Petro—who also helms the kitchen 
of Ten, the trendy sushi bar that shares 
a hallway and a bathroom with Boss- 
cat—cooks dishes here that may be more 
Southern than Ten is Japanese. There are 
collard greens and hush puppies. Actually, 
the collard greens are in the hush pup¬ 
pies, stuffed inside golden, fried orbs of 
cornbread batter, the outside craggly, the 
insides fluffy and steamy—a completely 
original invention that might seem like 
a joke if it weren’t so delicious. And it’s 
with this dish you realize that Petro isn’t 
making fun of Southern food; he’s making 
Southern food fun. 

Take what he does with okra, a veg¬ 
etable that most chefs who do Southern 
cooking around these parts seem content 
to relegate to the deep fryer. Petro doesn’t 
take the easy way out. He pickles the pods 
along with cauliflower and asparagus, 


and he also offers them toasted, glazed in 
a sticky whiskey sauce and served with 
sugary Chinese sausage as a side dish that 
preserves just enough of the plant’s muci¬ 
laginous charms. The deep fryer is saved 
for stuff you probably wouldn’t think 
should be deep-fried—such as meatloaf, 
which is cut into cubes, then rolled in 
parmesan and breading before taking the 
hot-oil plunge. The results are disorient¬ 
ing. When you bite into the crispy outer 
cocoon and make the soft landing into 
the meatloaf mush, you discover the dish 
possesses two textures with which you’re 
familiar, but never together. 

There are a few dishes for which Petro 
plays it straight. For the shrimp and grits, 
he sautes the shrimp in a Creole-spiced 
pan sauce then lays them atop a creamy 
bed of grits so enriched with Gouda you 
can hardly finish the thing without a glass 
of an assertive wine or a swig of whiskey. 
You must also try the cornbread mad- 
elines, an idea Petro seemed to have lifted 
directly out of Southern Living magazine’s 
Best Recipes of 2012. And they are just 
what you’d imagine: cornbread baked 
in madeline molds, which is ingenious 
because the shape maximizes the crust- 
to-crumb ratio—something that would 
make both Boss Hogg and Proust proud. 

You should also order the fried oys¬ 
ters, a simple but well-done dish my date 
insists on having every trip we’ve made. 
And if you must get a burger, opt for the 
Bosscat, a tall, juice-spurting, greasy- 
good, satisfying, two-fisted thing with 
bacon, black garlic sauce and a glossy bun 
that Petro would have never had a chance 
to show off at Ten. 

But perhaps the most popular dish 


is the Duroc belly poutine, which isn’t 
Southern nor is it faithful to the Cana¬ 
dian staple. It transcends that just as 
Bosscat has transcended being a gastro- 
pub. The base consists of potato wedges 
fried beyond the point of fries, resem¬ 
bling gnarled driftwood and crunchy 
throughout like those forgotten but 
coveted French fry leavings. Atop them 
are piled strips of pork belly still wiggling 
with fat, melted cheese curds and a duck 
fat-fried chicken egg whose yolk oozes 
out onto everything. 

Everyone orders it—from the Newport 
Beach bros and their buxom blondes 
to the groups of young executives with 
near-identical dress shirts rolled up at 
the sleeves and no tie. All seem to have 
come for this simple, easy-to-digest 
Southern food in an airy restaurant with a 
barn-door motif and stools with wrought- 
iron legs that look as though they were 
recently forged by a blacksmith. It’s per¬ 
haps apropos that the room is asymmet¬ 
ric—a sprawling rhombus with a bar in 
the middle and a tasting room where they 
keep a mostly Kentuckian and Tennes¬ 
sean stash of whiskeys off to the side. The 
restaurant doesn’t fit into any boxes. Yet 
the waitresses are all young and versed 
in Southern hospitality in their denim 
and coordinated plaid shirts that you 
expect them to say, “Y’all come back now, 
y’hear?” when you leave.

LITTLE SAIGON NIGHT MARKET

L ast year, the Asian Garden Mall off 
Bolsa Avenue in Westminster hit gold 
with its inaugural Little Saigon Night Mar¬ 
ket. The premise was fabulously simple: 

Let food vendors hawk their stuff in the 
open air, just as they do in the motherland. 
Let cooks grill meats and fish next to pho 
masters pouring out steaming bowls next 
to oyster shuckers next to dessert makers. 
Throw in a couple of food trucks for the 
kids who are a tad too assimilated. Stage it 
every Friday through Sunday night through 
the summer. And then do it all over again. 

The Little Saigon Night Market drew 
the masses: elders remembering their 
youth, young Vietnamese-Americans 
taking selfies and getting their bad Viet¬ 
namese challenged at nearly every stall, 
and more than a few non-Viets curious to 
see if the event had the hipster cache of 
the San Gabriel Valley's 626 Night Market, 
which jump-started the idea of mass 
open-air bazaars (Mexicans, of course, 
have been doing such events on a smaller 
scale underthe radar in East Los Ange¬ 
les and across Southern California for 
decades) and just recently did a one-off 
atthe Orange County Fairgrounds. These 
markets are the natural progression of the 
gathering of food trucks that has been a 
fad in Southern California the past couple 
of years: Not only does it provide folks 
who can't afford a luxe lonchera a stall 
to hawk their wares, but it allows ethnic 
enclaves a chance to show themselves 
off to outsiders who might not otherwise 
want to visit. The second Little Saigon 
Night Market recently started and will go 
through Labor Day weekend—start starv¬ 
ing yourself now! 

A couple of quicktips: Since the 
market takes up the front parking lot of 
the Asian Garden Mall, expect traffic to 
be even more brutal than usual. Pace 
yourself by taking a group of friends, with 
everyone ordering one item from one 
stall, then sharing. Start with the skewers 
first, move up to the banh khot (savory 
Vietnamese mini-pancakes). Be brave 
enough for the balut—yes, Vietnamese 
eat the notorious duck-fetus snack as 
well. Stay away from the corn-on-the-cob 
booth—leave that to barbecue festivals. 
Don't be afraid to eat some fresh jackfruit 
or even durian to cleanse your palate. 

Take cash, as most stalls won't accept 
credit cards. And, at all times, wash your 
meals down with nuoc mia (sugarcane 
juice) and hope this becomes as long- 
lasting an Orange County tradition as the 
swallows in Capistrano. See you there!

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Bowling for Burgers 

Scott Raczek of Tavern + Bowl 


T o be familiar with Scott Raczek is 
an honor, as he is someone with a 
genuine spirit. 

OC WEEKLY :Most undervalued ingredient: 
SCOTT RACZEK: Red beets are becom¬ 
ing very popular in OC restaurants, but 
you do not see too many people cooking 
with them at home. Maybe it is the cook¬ 
ing time or the messiness of them or they 
are just not sure how to go about it. At the 
Tavern + Bowl, we slow roast them with 
olive oil, garlic, onions and thyme [in] our 
stone deck bread oven. We use them in our 
drunken goat cheese salad, and it is the 
featured veggie in our Tavern beet burger. 

I also love it on our flatbread, with white 
horseradish cream, arugula, roasted beets 
and white anchovies. And for a late-night 
snack after some serious libations, I always 
have a batch of spicy pickled eggs and 
beets. The whites of the eggs turn bright 
red with the yellow yolk interior. After all, 
we are in the bar business! 

Your best recent food find: 

Plantains are not new, but we sure are hav¬ 
ing fun using them. 

Tell us about the menu—including how the 
Paleo burger came about—or how relatively 
healthy the menu is. 

The menu consists of “crave-able” foods. 
We are a completely “scratch kitchen” that 
uses natural ingredients such as farm-fresh 
produce, grass-fed beef, fresh salmon and 
oysters. Every morning, we mix and shape 
dough for our flatbread pizzas. The Paleo 
burger came about by fellow chef Rick 
Green. He created it for his wife, Nora, to 
accommodate her gluten-free/Paleo diet. 
We use smashed, fried plantains instead of 
a bun to frame the burger. We take great 
pride in the fact that our menu includes 
gluten-free, Paleolithic, vegetarian and 
vegan items.

T he Snooty Fox in Laguna Hills seems 
to come from the era when the 
Velvet Turtle was on top of the food 
chain.

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Too Good to Be True 

Eastwood’s Jersey Boys walks like Jersey men

I f you think summer movies are clam¬ 
orous, try a current Broadway musi¬ 
cal. Watching Jersey Boys onstage is 
like soldiering through some extreme 
eating contest in which you’re force-fed 
dessert for three hours. It’s all falsetto 
heroics and hustled-through character 
drama, every beat of every scene over¬ 
scored, over-rehearsed and overbearing. 
And it’s often glorious, even as the sugar 
rush of “Sherry” chills and hardens into 
a brain freeze. 

At the end, when the original Four 
Seasons reunite at the Rock and Roll Hall 
of Fame, Frankie Valli launches into a 
tender midsong monologue to tell us what 
moment of his storied career meant the 
most to him over the years. The best? “Four 
guys under a street lamp, when it was all 
still ahead of us, the first time we made 
that sound—our sound.” The tweet-size 
speech, written by Rick Elice and Marshall 
Brickman, is terrifically moving. But here’s 
the thing: The Broadway show never even 
slowed down long enough to show us that 
street-lamp moment or the discovery of 
that sound. As the Valli character remi¬ 
nisced, I thought, “Man, I’d love to see a 
musical about that.” 

Clint Eastwood’s likable film of Jersey 
Boys doesn’t have time for that moment, 
either. Still, Eastwood’s metabolism saps 
along at about half the rate of a Broadway 


director’s, and he’s not about to play jaunty 
reprises between each scene. That saves 
the movie. Rather than an assault, it’s a 
parade of expertly staged (if often familiar) 
moments that on occasion do something 
the stage version never attempts: feel a 
little bit like life as humans live it, or at 
least like life as it is in old movies. Then, at 
healthy intervals, John Lloyd Young (the 
Tony winner who originated the Valli role 
on Broadway) uncorks that falsetto, and 
the gush of pleasure washes away the film’s 
minor infelicities. 

Eastwood knows a trick Broadway 
forgot once ticket prices hit triple digits: 
Leave ’em wanting more. He also has a feel 
for street toughs and their prickly pride, 
anchoring early scenes of street crime 
and bar life with welcome weight. Their 
misadventures feel scrappy and desperate, 
and the rifts that spread within the band 
as they start racking up No. Is—mostly 
fights over girls and money—come to feel 
momentous. Two of the Four Seasons were 
dedicated pop-music craftsmen; two were 
regular guys from the neighborhood chaf¬ 
ing at being outclassed. 

Eastwood’s best sequence is a lengthy 
meeting between the boys, a Jersey mob 
boss played by Christopher Walken, and 
the loan shark that band founder Tommy 
DeVito (Vincent Piazza) owes $162,000. 
It’s a one-act rich with preening alphas, 


wounded egos, terrible revelations, 
several big reversals, a hilarious explo¬ 
sion from the quietest Season (Michael 
Lomenda) and a rousing declaration from 
Young’s Valli, who manages to take over 
the band and honor his debts to DeVito 
and the old neighborhood, all at the same 
time. At the height of the group’s fame, 
Valli winds up on his own, touring relent¬ 
lessly to pay back an impossible sum he 
feels he owes to the folks who gave him 
a shot. It plays like a gangland parody of 
today’s student-loan racket. 

Eastwood doesn’t have the running time 
to treat all the significant events so thor¬ 
oughly. The misery of Valli’s road-warrior 
life is only briefly dramatized. The family 
drama, including a late tragedy, is skimmed 
over, as are the details of the singer’s life¬ 
long partnership with songwriter Bob Gau- 
dio (Erich Bergen), the boy wonder behind 
“Short Shorts” and the last to join the 
original Four Seasons. Gaudio was also the 
only member of the group with no criminal 
past, the only one with any business savvy, 
and the only one not from a strictly work¬ 
ing-class background, all of which Bergen 
suggests in his every scene, and all of which 
sets off DeVito. 

The film retains the show’s multinarra¬ 
tor structure, which casts a different Jersey 
Boy as our guide for each act, sometimes 
explaining their motivations right into the 


camera. But Eastwood doesn’t fully com¬ 
mit to the conceit, allowing long stretches 
to pass without narration. This sows some 
confusion: When one of the boys starts 
talking to someone offscreen, you might 
think he’s delivering a monologue. Also dis¬ 
tracting: the occasional too-cute moment 
straight from the stage show, as when Valli 
and Gaudio knock on doors in a Brill Build¬ 
ing hallway apparently modeled on the set 
of Laugh-In —behind each lurks a keyed-up 
comic actor ready to pounce. 

But the performances are tough-minded 
and idiosyncratic, especially Piazza’s 
DeVito, a bullying prick who, for all his 
nasty quirks—blowing his nose on hotel 
towels, for one—touches some universal 
pathos: the sadness of the cocksure also- 
ran, the local hero not built to cut it on 
the world stage. Young’s Valli grows from 
horny schlemiel to confident master, and 
his singing is glorious, especially as his 
material richens as the ’60s grind over him. 

In the end, that sound is what soars 
most. If you have any love for it, Jersey Boys 
should steamroll right over you, especially 
the climactic revelation of “Can’t Take My 
Eyes Off You,” a grown-up hit that eschews 
the old sugar rush in favor of sublimity. 
Eastwood may never show us his boys 
discovering themselves under that street 
lamp, but he gives us a clutch of moments 
worth treasuring—and mostly without 
overdoing it.

A MILLION WAYS TO DIE IN THE 
WEST Seth MacFarlane is the clos¬ 
est thing we've got to Mel Brooks, 
a manic comic who empties a six- 
shooter at the screen in every scene 
hoping that at least a couple bullets 
hit. He wrote, directed, and stars 
in the ruthlessly funny A Million 
Ways to Die in the West, yet despite 
it being head-to-tails his project, 
he sometimes feels layered on top 
of the film like Roger Rabbit on a 
live-action world. Oddly, or perhaps 
cannily, that works to his advantage. 
His character, a bachelor shepherd 
named Albert, doesn't want to fit into 
1882 Arizona, a nasty place where 
people die from snakes, cholera, 
bulls, fast-moving tumbleweeds, 
exploding daguerreotypes, falling 
ice blocks, bad medicine, flatulence, 
and, of course, each other. Groans 
Albert, "We should all just wear 
coffins for clothes." Pre-mass- 
media and seemingly pre-literacy, 
the townspeople are so ignorant 
that Gilbert Gottfried is able to pass 
himself off as Abraham Lincoln. On 
the night he plans to flee for San 
Francisco, Albert befriends a tom¬ 
boy beauty named Anna (Charlize 
Theron) who convinces him to stick 
around for a week. Since she's 
secretly married to a murderous 
outlaw (Liam Neeson), the pair are 
free to do something truly unusual 
for any Hollywood genre: pal around 
as platonic friends. (At least for a 
while.) It's hard to pin down how 
MacFarlane conceives of himself. 
'"I'm not the hero," Albert insists. 

"I'm the guy in the crowd making fun 
of the hero's shirt." But MacFarlane 
can't resist trying do to both, as if, 
deep inside of himself, he wants to 
be a real boy after all—an actor who 
might conceivably one day be cast in 
a movie without a fart joke. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

EDGE OF TOMORROW Edge of 
Tomorrow is the rare summer shoot- 
'em-up that understands the fragility 
of life. Tom Cruise plays Lieutenant 
Colonel Bill Cage, a medaled propa¬ 
gandist who goes on Fox News and 
urges the poor to sign up and get 
slap-chopped to shreds in Earth's 
war with the Mimics, whirling space 
monsters that look like dreadlocked 
wigs dipped in steel. As he cops to 
his commanding officer (Brendan 
Gleeson), "I do this to avoid doing 
that." Cruise's Cage has zero inten¬ 
tion of joining the fight. But Gleeson's 
exasperated general conks him out 
and ships him to the front, where 
Cage wakes up on a pile of luggage 
and discovers he's been demoted to 
private. If you're expecting a hero, 
which you are, as this is Tom Cruise, 
you've met the wrong guy. Cage 
dies immediately. But then he snaps 
awake back on those bags and real¬ 
izes he's going to relive and re-die 
the last 24 hours until he either wins 
the war or goes utterly mad from 
the Promethean torture. Directed by 
Doug Liman (The Bourne Identity), 
Edge of Tomorrow is a serious war 
movie crossbred with a Looney 
Tune. Humanity's hopes are pinned 
on reclaiming the coast of France, a 
fight that Liman stages with the cha¬ 
otic carnage of Saving Private Ryan. 
However, instead of olive drabs, the 
soldiers are decked out in 80-pound 
exoskeletons. The middle of the film 
is an exhausting montage of murder, 


the bracing opposite of all those 
movies whose heroes race through 
bullets as if they were as harmless 
as raindrops, but the script works 
better when it slows down and toys 
with our definition of suspense. (PG- 
13) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE FAULT IN OUR STARS In life, 
it's cancer's job to try to kill you. 

In fiction, it's cancer's job to make 
you cry. In John Green's ferociously 
popular young-adult novel The Fault 
in Our Stars, cancer does its job like 
a pro. Without being too maudlin 
or sticky, it effectively opens up 
the cathartic flow. You'd hope that 
35-year-old director Josh Boone's 
film adaptation, which hews close 
to the book, should do the same. 

But something gets stuck in the 
pipeline: The Fault in Our Stars 
doesn't quite capture the discreetly 
twisted humor, or the muted anger, 
of Green's book, and its problems 
can be attributed to a constellation 
of little annoyances rather than any 
one serious, North Star-size flaw. 
Shailene Woodley plays Hazel Grace 
Lancaster, a 17-year-old whose lungs 
have betrayed her—as she puts it, 
they suck at being lungs. Her ill¬ 
ness will kill her sooner than later. 
Augustus Waters (Ansel Elgort) is a 
philosophical ex-basketball player 
with a tendency toward grandiose 
pronouncements. She's cautious 
about letting their attraction blossom 
into a love affair; she doesn't want 
to leave Augustus with a hole in his 
heart when she's gone. Her resolve 
doesn't last, and it shouldn't, lead¬ 
ing to a highly dubious first kiss way 
upstairs at the Anne Frank House in 
Amsterdam. Where else? Woodley 
is an appealing actress, though she 
needs to be reeled back in her big, 
dramatic moments, when her voice 
hits the high, nut-busting notes of 
a hectoring chipmunk. Elgort can't 
navigate his soliloquies without 
sounding annoying and pompous. 

But there are certain aspects of 
this half-dreamy, half-earthbound 
romance that Boone gets just right, 
and sometimes a good cry is just 
what the doctor ordered. (PG-13)

HOW TO TRAIN YOUR DRAGON 
2 Presumably, if you've trained 
your dragon right the first time, it 
shouldn't have to be an ongoing 
thing. But all dragons, it turns out, 
can learn new tricks. In some ways 
the second entry in this animated 
franchise is inferior to the first, 
released in 2010: The plot is need¬ 
lessly busy, and much of the action 


is more manic and indistinct. But 
How to Train Your Dragon 2 cuts 
deeper than the first picture—it 
will be particularly resonant for 
anyone who has ever worked with 
or adopted rescue animals—and 
there are a few sequences of car¬ 
toon grandeur. Best of all, Dragon 2 
marks the return of one of the most 
beautifully designed characters in 
modern animation, perhaps in all 
of animation, period: Toothless the 
dragon is back with a silent roar. 

At the end of the first film, young 
Hiccup (voiced by Jay Baruchel) 
and his good-guy dragon steed, 
Toothless, vanquished the mighty 
bad-guy dragon that was threat¬ 
ening the ancient Viking village 
of Berk. Hiccup lost a leg in the 
process, but as we see at the begin¬ 
ning of Dragon 2, he's more fearless 
than ever. Director Dean DeBlois 
keeps the story moving efficiently 
enough, and despite the fact that 
the film has too many structural 
arms and legs wiggle-wagging in all 
the wrong places, there are some 
finely tuned dramatic moments, 
including a tragic twist that might 
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be too intense for really little kids. 
(Heck, it was almost too intense for 
me.) The numerous flying scenes, in 
which cartoon humans perch on the 


backs of their airborne companions, 
are perfectly enjoyable, especially 
in 3D (PG) Stephanie Zacharek.

D iscovering the fine line between 
joy and despair is the theme of the 
Orange County Center for Contem¬ 
porary Art’s “Happy Medium,” featuring 
the work of Stephen Anderson, Donald 
Gialanella and OC Weekly Best Visual Art¬ 
ist of 2013, Kebe Fox. Curated by Anderson 
and Fox, the exhibition is inspired by Fox’s 
painting of the same title: a turbaned mystic 
putting a smiling mask on a crystal ball as 
she gets sucked down a whirlpool. That 
insightful image would make power-of- 
positive-thinking critic Barbara Ehrenreich 
beam with pride, and while most of Fox’s 
considerable work on display suggests an 
outlook that’s (at best) dimly hopeful, his 
fellow curator seems less cynical, offer¬ 
ing an activist’s kick up the backside with 
his work; Gialanella, meanwhile, riffs on a 
Buddhist-lite view of detachment. 

The three introductory pieces in the 
lobby set the contradictory philosophical 
tone for the show: Grab and spin Gial- 
anella’s painted steel Topsy-Turvy Mechan¬ 
ics on its wall mount, and the grinning, 
buck-toothed face and pomaded hair dis¬ 
appears—with a loud, ominous guillotine 
clang—changing into a bearded bald man, 
poking his tongue at you. Based on carnival

circus art (though it more resembles the 
cheap Wooly Willy magnetic face toys to 
me), the kinetic sculpture suggests happy/ 
sad is an ephemeral two sides of the same 
coin. Anderson’s A Complete Circle canvas 
pictures an Earth-shaped sphere sur¬ 
rounded by coffee-ground-colored sky, 
its pyrographic surface a brackish green, 
textured with curling paper that has torn 
as if exploded, the land neglected and 
uninhabited. I’m an admirer of Fox’s work, 
including those on display, but what he was 
trying to say with his lobby piece—it looks 
a little like an electrocardiogram of Dow 
Jones taking a nose-dive—escaped me. 

In the four years since OCCCA’s “Father 
Material” exhibition, Fox has embraced a 
more abstract tone in his work; while still 
identifiable as his—3D effects, easy-on-the 
eye color palates, vibrant cartoonish visuals, 
title puns—it has a vaguer social conscience 
that I found confusing here. Fox intention¬ 
ally leaves his work open for interpretation, 
but if I don’t have any idea what I’m look¬ 
ing at, if I’m unable to identify the imagery 


in pieces such as Poppy Tot, Sigh Lens or 
V-Noose, what’s my take-away other than it 
was a pretty picture? 

Anderson’s more ambitious work-in 
both scope and medium—is Altar to Hap¬ 
piness (In Triangular Form), a massive 
mixed-media installation topped by a 
depressed, blue-neon happy face that has 
suffered a bleed-out of its familiar yel¬ 
low splashed down the wall of the gallery. 
Eighties-band album covers suggest the 
consumption of music in its fleeting joy; 
clips from reality-TV shows—in which we 
always feel superior to the sad exploits 
on camera—mixed with celebrity quotes, 
bookend video screens of tranquil water. 
Below are wood blocks illustrated with the 
chemical effects of such drugs as Viagra 
and well-known anti-depressants; a series 
of yellow happy faces transition from smil¬ 
ing to frowning underneath that, followed 
by a row of 3.5-inch floppy disks, the fragile 
database of memory that the pyramid rests 
on. Completely absorbing, it’s both a visual 
overload and a thoughtful, complex work of 
depressive beauty. 

Polished blocks of wood give a shine to 
hoary pop aphorisms in Chapters: Series of 
10, with each 3D piece resplendently titled 
with trite sayings such as The Mind Plays 
the Central Role or Happiness Is a By-Prod¬ 
uct. Covered in vintage medical illustra¬ 
tions and cut-up quotes from right-winger 
Dennis Prager’s self-help tome, there’s a 
little too much irony on display for me to 
fully love the work, but if you’re in on the 
joke, you might appreciate it. Even better 
is An Ode, Anderson’s wall sculpture using 


leftover scraps from Chapters, reminding us 
that disremembering may be the best pos¬ 
sible way to move forward, with the words 
“Forget,” “Fog,” “Forge” and “get” painted 
in white and blending into the white walls 
of the gallery as if they’re in the process of 
fading away. 

Gialanella’s mixed-media sculptures 
occupy the back gallery, and while I 
admired the labor and humor involved— 
especially Near Nirvana’s smiling Buddha 
head painted on a Hollywood freeway 
sign—as well as the reference to reincarna¬ 
tion by using recycled materials, the tenets of 
Buddhism referenced seem an afterthought, 
an attempt to add dimension to something 
that doesn’t really have any. To be fair, I’m 
deeply resistant to any suggestion that we 
further disengage from the troubles of the 
world, especially if the reason for doing it 
is somehow “spiritual” in nature. Telling 
someone homeless or starving, on their last 
unemployment check, or targeted by drones 
that their pain is illusory and fleeting seems 
specious and apathetic. In the end, engage¬ 
ment with the world and alleviation of the 
suffering of others may not make us happier, 
but it will make us easier to live with (as 
well as kinder to one another). That, in the 
end, seems much more like the real key to 
life’s happy medium.

LUSH makes every body product imagin¬ 
able, except in a different form—if you've 
ever heard of the shampoo bar, LUSH 
was the company that invented it and has 
since turned many liquid products into 
solids. But the best part is LUSH's com¬ 
mitment to making natural products free 
of chemicals (although it does admit to 
using some parabens—ask which prod¬ 
ucts and just what that is!). 

Honestly, LUSH is about 90 percent of 
the way to making a flawless product, 
and you can't say that about many com¬ 
panies. The problem is you can't recom¬ 
mend just one. The amount of moisture, 
exfoliation and scent varies so much that 
the only way to shop is in person. Plus, 
employees at LUSH stores are paid to 
sit you down at a sink to wash and rub 
your hands so you can try every product 
before you buy it. And do try that sham¬ 
poo bar; there's one for every hair type, 
and each one lasts forever. Same goes 
for the conditioner bars. The body soaps 
smell delicious and resemble slices of 
delectable European cheese. They're 
made in Pyrex dishes and sliced to your 
desired weight. The bath bombs will turn 
your tub into a multicolored, silky-soft 
wonderland, and the lotion bars are a 
lovely substitute for massage oil. 

Some items, though, I just don't get. 
LUSH's dry toothpaste come in chewable 
squares that explode into foam; when I've 
tried them, I typically ended up choking. 
Then there are the tins you buy to keep 
your bars in; they look sleek, but they're 
hard to open, and the lack of ridges on 
the bottom means the soap always gets 
stuck. Just a few more tweaks, LUSH, 
and there will be no reason for anyone to 
shop anywhere else.

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Riffs That Roar 

Animals As Leaders are the pride of the prog metal pack 


ew characters in music seem as 
dated as the heavy-metal vir¬ 
tuoso. The term unintentionally 
conjures images of cocky, ’80s shred¬ 
ders with flying-V guitars, spandex and 
blown-out hair. Thankfully, the young 
band Animals As Leaders not only 
embrace the term, but they also buck 
the stereotypes. Since forming in 2007 
as the solo project of Tosin Abasi, for¬ 
merly of metalcore outfit Reflux, the 
Los Angeles-based, Washington, D.C.- 
bred band have dazzled the progres¬ 
sive metal world with a fusion of prog 
rock, neo-jazz and electronic music. 

Abasi has been praised as one of the 
best guitarists, most notably with two 
appearances on the cover of Guitar 
World, but it was his 2009 collabora¬ 
tion with guitarist Javier Reyes that 
placed Animals As Leaders among the 
most talked-about bands in the metal 
world. They are currently touring 
behind their third record, The Joy of 
Motion, which adds a little funk and 
Latin-influenced guitar, among other 
elements, to the band’s trademark 
shredding. The positive response and 
audience familiarity with the mate¬ 
rial, despite it being released only in 
March, is reaffirming, says Reyes, but 
it doesn’t surprise them. 

“I think the new material translates 
a lot better than the older material,” 
Reyes explains. “The fact that people 
know the songs already is great.” 

Over the years, Animals As Leaders 
have toured with the likes of the Def- 
tones, Under oath, Meshuggah and the 
Dillinger Escape Plan. And they have 
been praised by both Steve Vai, one of 


the first renowned guitar virtuosos, 
who called them “the future of cre¬ 
ative, heavy virtuoso guitar playing,” 
and John Petrucci of Dream Theater. 

While the band were in the midst 
of preparing The Joy of Motion, drum¬ 
mer Navene Koperweis left in 2012. 
The remaining twosome then enlisted 
Matt Garstka, but Abasi and Reyes 
wrote and recorded the way they have 
in the past: starting with a guitar riff 
or even a sequence of them that can be 
layered before heading into the studio, 
with some riffs coming from Abasi’s 
time with Reflux. 

“Everything was written the way 
it was done before, when everything 
was programmed beforehand,” Reyes 
says. “Then we had Matt go in and 
put his takes to the parts that were 
there. I think doing that made it sound 
more cohesive. We don’t really jam out 
together because some of the songs 
are so technically driven that jamming 
them out is nearly impossible.” 

Being able to meld the old ideas 
with new concepts reflects their con¬ 
fidence and comfort with one another 
and has led to what Reyes considers 
to be the band’s best work to date; he 
claims he hasn’t seen a bad review. 

The album reaching No. 23 on the 
Billboard 200 chart after its first week 
only reinforced Reyes’ confidence that 
they’re here to stay. 

“It went beyond our own expecta¬ 
tions for this album,” he says with a 
sense of bewilderment. “So far, the 
album sales are greater than what the 
entire first album did. When we first 
found out, we really didn’t know what

charting meant. I don’t want to say we 
were overwhelmed, but we were kind 
of in shock. But I didn’t drink a whole 
bottle of whiskey or anything like that.” 

With Animals As Leaders continu¬ 
ing their rise to the top of prog metal, 
they’ve found there are perks that 
come with their growing exposure: 
signature guitars, magazine covers and 
an arena-ready live show that includes 
movies featuring abstract imagery 
synched up to their live set. 

“It’s pretty gratifying and a wish 
come true in many ways, and it keeps 
happening over and over,” Reyes says. 
“Almost every year has felt like we’re 
only beginning to get going, but now, 
there’s a level of growth that’s hap¬ 
pening, and somehow, we keep getting 
bigger, and it’s awesome.”

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DIY Build Up 

The Wax Museum is a new outlet 
for all-ages shows in Long Beach

I t’s 9:30 p.m. at the Village Shops, one 
of those recurring Southern Califor¬ 
nia shopping centers that can make 
walking through Orange County or Long 
Beach feel as though you’re passing 
through video-game barriers, constantly 
reset, doomed to browse the same street 
over and over again in some suburban 
matrix. Amidst all this, like a blip in the 
code, is the Wax Museum. 

Don’t look for a sign—there isn’t one. 

No banners, no block neon lettering. The 
only marker is the swarm of kids on the 
curb, smoking and chatting. 

The first band is about to go up: Cor- 
taud and Bobtail. Few kids know the 
name, even fewer have heard the songs, 
and that’s the point. The Wax Museum 
serves as a brick-and-mortar Brooklyn 
Vegan, a space for Orange County kids 
to discover new music. Shows are every 
night except Mondays, when they host 
volunteer meetings/barbecues at noon. 

To the 18-and-under crowd, this place 
is invaluable, ethereal and immediate. 

“This could all be gone tomorrow.... 
Cops could just descend on this place,” 
says Josh Solomon of LA-based band 
Young Lovers. 

It might come off as a little overdra- 
matic, as though a group of bored white 
suburban kids recently watched The 
Decline of Western Civilization. But look 
no further than the vice-squad raid on 
DIY space the LA Fort back in 2013 to see 
that among this scene, the fear is war¬ 
ranted. Already, the venue is starting to 
make legitimate, well-curated noise in the 
DIY scene, though twentysomething own¬ 
ers Dillon Baker and Nate Hubble would 
have you believe otherwise. 

“We aren’t legitimate,” Dillon says 
plainly. “It’s all an accident. It’s all luck; 
it’s all timing.” 

A few months ago, the Wax Museum 
stood as the brilliantly/terribly named 
Vapes of Wrath. After Long Beach’s 2014 


ban on e-cigs, the owner told Hubble, then 
an employee at the shop, he had three 
weeks to turn it into a music venue. Hubble 
brought in his high-school friend Dillon, 
a local bike mechanic, who had put out a 
few tapes under his label, Earwax Records. 
Together, they stripped the shop down to 
its bones, brick wall and exposed pipes. A 
ratty couch in the corner looks as if it were 
pulled out of a local kid’s basement during 
a sweaty house show. The stage is a quarter 
pipe topped with astroturf; if a band has 
more than three members, chances are at 
least one of them is playing on the ground. 
Onstage, Cortaud and Bobtail unleash a 
riff-heavy drone of a set that’s ear-splitting 
and entirely improvised. 

This is the sort of no-frills music that 
epitomizes the Wax Museum, a complete 
disavowal of aesthetics. 

The next band breaks out an electric 
fiddle. A few nights ago, the crowd was 
sent into awe when a kid played two 
trumpets at once. 

As owners, Baker and Hubble’s plan 
is simple: to maintain, to keep the lights 
on without bloating to the size of local 
behemoths. “For all the dudes who can’t 
get in contact with the people who book 
real venues, play here,” Baker suggests. 

His booking policy is a local band’s wet 
dream. “If you can find three other bands 
to play with you, you’ve got a show.” You 
don’t have to “know a guy.” You don’t have 
to contend with the dark lord that is pay 
to play. 

As for bigger bands, Baker’s stance is 
firm. “If you don’t want to come and play 
music for the kids who give a shit about 
your music,” he says, “then who the fuck 
are you playing for?”

bunch as far as creating and performing music 
is concerned. "So far, it's been more than any 
of us could have hoped for. We're used to mak¬ 
ing music by ourselves; it's so nice to have a 
collective. It's better than a band because you 
don't have to deal with people if you don't want 
to, but if you want help on anything, you can 
just ask them, and they're all there." 

"We're making the Internet come to life," 
says GRN+GLD's other elder statesman, Kalva 
Won, a noted beatmaker and a graphic artist. 
"We're actually getting out of our bedrooms 
and having human interactions and playing 
some music." 

Dirty Merlin and Kalva Won pride them¬ 
selves on pushing the younger artists of the 


I t's called the beat scene, and it's huge right 
now. Laptop music composed with software 
with names such as Logic, Reason and Able- 
ton. It's not really EDM—it's too weird and 
undanceable. Think of it as rapless hip-hop, 
but more jazz in composition, more punk in 
ethos. It is the underground art-and-music 
movement that will define this generation. Up 
in LA, it's happening underthe name Low End 
Theory, a weekly event that traces its roots 
back 10 years to a producer named Daddy 
Kev who has bred such artists as Nosaj Thing, 
Gaslamp Killer, Glitch Mob and Flying Lotus. 

Here in Orange County, we have GRN+GLD 
Collective, a younger crop of beat producers 
making a similar push. Nine or 10 guys from 
all over 0C—Huntington Beach, Santa Ana, 
Diamond Bar—collaborating on tracks, mix¬ 
ing and mastering one another's EPs, pushing 
the envelope that's been licked, stamped and 
sealed by their LA counterparts, and adding 
some 0C flavor by making it a little grimier, 
cruder, more garage-y. 

It's not just a music movement. Taking notes 
from punk rockers past and present, GRN+GLD 
root themselves squarely in zine culture as well. 
Some shows take a gallery event feel, particu¬ 
larly the ones hosted at the Wizard's Den ware¬ 
house space in Costa Mesa, where the beats 
might take a back seat to the artwork. 

The artists met one another going to shows 
at the Avalon Bar, the former epicenter of the 
OC beats movement. "It all happened kind of 
at random," says de facto leader Dirty Merlin, 
a producer who, at age 25, is the OG of the

collective, including the 22-year-old Chip 
Monk, a producer/graphic artist who's part of 
the We Are Rodents visual-arts collective, and 
the 21-year-old beatmaking phenom Repeated 
Measures, whose latest EP due out later this 
summer is produced by Daddy Kev. 

Some in the collective contribute strictly 
music, such as Cicero, who has his hand in 
just about every release the collective puts 
out; others have a strictly visual-arts role, 
such as Crux, who organizes all the art for the 
zines and albums. Then there's G. Wrecks, 
who deejays, but, more important, takes on a 
managerial role. 

Perhaps the most crucial element at this 
point for GRN+GLD is finding a permanent 
home for their events. During the course 
of a year, they lost not only their breeding 
ground, the Avalon, but also their main 
backup, the Crosby. 

"We've been moving around, not finding 
anything as good as the Avalon," says Dirty 
Merlin. "We loved that place."
